But per¬ 
iodically evidence is produced that gives such proof of ex¬ 
ploitation of the many for the benefit of a few, that the 
upgrowth of radicalism is readily understandable,

NATIONAL AILMENTS 


The 

‘share the wealth” schemes, flour¬ 
ish because of the perpetrations of money barons. 

Such an instance came before-the public recently in the 
investigation into the Dominion Textile Company’s opera¬ 
tions. Sir Herbert Holt, vice-president and director, con¬ 
firmed evidence that profits of $14,985,000 had been collect¬ 
ed in dividends from 1905 to 1936, on an original invest¬ 
ment of $500,000. This remarkable success was attributed 
by the witness to “good management” and also to the cus¬ 
toms tariff. In 1905, the twelve-man syndicate, invested 
$500,000 to form the combine of textile mills, which was 
then capitalized at $5,000,000. This is one of the striking 
examples of watered stock. By 1909, the whole of the orig¬ 
inal-investment was returned, and in 1913, the dividend 
rate was 50 per cent, of the original amount invested. In 
the current year the dividends have amounted to $750,000. 
The evidence further showed that between 1905 and 1936 
the actual dividends paid had been at the rate of 96.8 per 
cent, per year. The inquiry pressed the question as to 
whether a company making a profit of 150 per cent, on 
original investment is justified in its cry for protection. 

The Dominion Textile ‘Company is by no means the only 
offender in Canada. Others have come under investigation 
and have disclosed similar evidences of undue ex¬ 
ploitation. These revelations are illuminating, showing by 
whom the public has been systematically wronged, under 
cover of big business and under the protection of tariffs. 
Every buyer of textiles and of many another necessity of 
life has been paying his toll through the years to fill the 
coffers of a few. This toll if it were fully disclosed in re¬ 
spect to food, clothing, machinery, etc., might make the 
government taxes about which we raise such protest, look 
very insignificant. ' , 

The government and these large industries must sure¬ 
ly realize the growing resentment against exorbitant pro¬ 
fits and enormous salaries—a resentment which feeds on 
the. knowledge that these profits and salaries are made 
possible only through that “high cost of living” which has 
bowed the backs of the masses. They have further been 
realized, during a time when a great depression exists for 
the majority. 

There are legislative remedies which a courageous gov¬ 
ernment might institute, thereby averting the smouldering 
revolt, and the unbalanced theories which are springing up 
A more rigid control of companies and combines is possible 
and advisable. Only the actual capital investment of a 
company should participate in the rewards of “good man¬ 
agement.” A constant check on the watering of stock, on 
monopolies and unjustified expansion is advised. And tar¬ 
iff protection has proved too kind a friend to the few, too 
harsh an enemy to the many.

In this district, as elsewhere, there are many young peo¬ 
ple who are the fourth, fifth or sixth generation born in 
Canada Yet when these young people are asked by the 
ensus enumerator to state their “racial origin" they must 
leap the gap of one hundred or one hundred and fifty years 
and lay claim to the ancient blood of England, Ireland, 
France, Germany or what have you.

How many generations must mingle their dust in the 
soil of Canada before their descendants can claim Canadian 
origin? This reluctance to acknowledge any background of 
settlement and Canadian heritage is one of the most cur¬ 
ious of our many curious evidences of an inferiority com¬ 
plex. What better racial origin could be claimed than pure¬ 
ly Canadian? What finer development has been accom¬ 
plished anywhere on this earth, than that of our immed¬ 
iate ancestors? In thinking of those forward looking, val¬ 
iant people who have created our Dominion as it is today 
out of a wilderness of forest and prairje, one is reminded 
of the lines carved on the a tomb of Sir Christopher Wren 
“If you would see his monument, look around you.” 

Yet we shut our eyes to the miracles of achievement that 
stretch from sea to sea across Canada; we deny ourselves 
the most stimulating inspiration of intelligent, aspiring 
living,, and we hark back meekly for six or seven genera-

The Canadian. Youth Congress 
which met recently in Ottawa, was 
made up of 456 delegates representing 
organizations to which 343,666 of the 
young people of Canada belong. All 
religious bodies, all political groups, 
students’ unions, farm groups, unem¬ 
ployed, recreational groups, Y.M.C.A., 
Y.W.C.A., many nationalities were all 
representetd. 

There were, according to the special 
correspondent for Toronto Saturday 
Night, two main controversial points, 
one the race question and the other 
peace and war. However, open expres¬ 
sion of opinion informed an amazed 
1'oronto delegation on the spirit of the 
French Canadian elements. And the 
latter seemed rather surprised to find 
such a willingness to meet their de¬ 
mands. It seemed to resolve itself in¬ 
to a matter of talking things out 
frankly, with contentious matters laid 
lo rest. 

“On the question of way, a large 
section was adverse to Canadian par¬ 
ticipation in any external war, and 
Mr. Denton Massey found little sup¬ 
port for his belief that Canada would 
back the Mother Country in any diffi¬ 
culty. Realizing that they are them¬ 
selves to be thq victims of future wars 
they showed determination “to stay 
out simply by staying out,” a_nd pass¬ 
ed a resolution urging repeal of the 
Military Service Act. 

However, the majority denied the 
isolationist position taking their 
Itand on a League of Nations. 

I Tl>e three resolutions supporting' 


June 12 was history making in Al¬ 
berta, in fact that the Order-in-Coun- 
cil bringing prosperity bonds into ef¬ 
fect was signed by Lt. Gov. Walsh on 
that date. The order provides for is¬ 
suance of $2,000,000 of prosperity 
bonds in denominations of one dollar 
and five dollars. Another order-in- 
Council will be necessary before there 
can be an issuance above $2,000,000. 

It is hoped by the government to is¬ 
sue these bonds in two or thre/ weeks. 
Each week a stamp of 1 per cent, of 
the face value of the certificate must 
be affixed, earning a total tax of 104 
per cent, in two years. 

It is stated by J. Hartley,M.L.A. of 
Macleod that the proposed issue 
comes under Section 138 of the Feder¬ 
al Bank Act which permits a province 
to issue bonds. 

By Section 7 of the Social Credit 
Measures Act, the Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor in Council is empowered to put in¬ 
to operation day measures-designed 
to facilitate exchange of goods or ser¬ 
vices, or to bring about the equation 
of consumption to production. 

Provision, is made for issuing of 
credit certificates to persons willing 
to accept these in respect to claims i 
against the government, for services i
